Recreation 

During the past few years folks 
everywhere have taken a renewed 
interest in outdoor recreation. 
Young men and girls play golf as 
well as the older ones. Old men 
play baseball and old tadies as 
well as young can be seen at base- 
ball diamonds boosting for their 
favorite teams This is «a healthy 
sign. Golf, baseball, tennis, soft 
ball and quoits are the principle 
summer games Our golf courses 
are quite adequate. We have a 
number of fine tennis courts but 
need more baseball diamonds and 
quoit courts. 


I recommend that the Park Com- 
mittee make a survey of the park 
situation in the Lansing territory 
within the coming year and make 
recommendations to this council 
relative to the acquisition of parks 
and play grounds needed to supply 
the demand for at least ten years 
in the future I leave the advisa- 
bility of the employment of a full 
time recreational director with you 
for consideration. 


Finances 

On Januury 1, 1927, the bonded 
indebtedness of the city was $2,- 
847,700. Since that time we have 
issued bonds in the samount of 
$705,000 as follows: $80.000 for the 
Saginaw Street Bridge, $350,000 for 
paving and $275,000 to construct 
the Logan Street Viaduct, during 
the same period, that is since Jan- 
uary 1, 1927, and up to this date, 
we have _ retired bonds in_ the 
amount of $1,516,700 and have 
therefore reduced the net bond debt 
of the city by $811,700 At the 
present time the bonded indebted- 
ness of the city outside of the 
Electric Light and Water Board is 
$2,036,000 of which amount only 
$1,172,000 will be paid by funds 
derived from taxes spread against 
the city at large and the balance 
of $864,000 will be paid out of 
funds received from specia] assess 
ments. The only other indebted 
ness owed by the city is $10.000 in 
the form of a mortgage now on 
the City Piggery which draws six 
per cent interest $24,576 due on 
the Taylor Property on East Michi- 
xan Avenue, $3,400 due on Bancroft 
Park, and $3,500 due on the prop- 
erty at 502 North Larch street. 

The finances of the city are in 
excellent condition and there is no 
city anywhere which has a better 
credit than our own. 
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Fire Stations

diamonds provided Funds should 
be provided for a new zoo building

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Planting Trees 
During the past two years the 
council has assisted the Forestry 
Department in cutting down and 
removing a great many obnoxious 


trees in the city. Many of the 
better kind of shade trees have 
been planted by the department 


and this program should be con- 
tinued. 
Boulevard Lights 


Boulevard lights have been in- 
stalled in practically all the streets 
which were paved in 1927 and 1928 
in addition to some which were 
paved previous to 1927. 


Addressograph 


An uddressograph system has 
been installed in the assessor's of- 
fice. Under this system the city 
treasurer is able to send state- 
ments of taxes to all taxpayers 
whose names are on file in the 
city assessor's office. This new 
system also tends to eliminate mis- 
tukes in making up tax rolls and 
it also induces people to pay thei: 
taxes more promptly. 

Garbage 


ShortiP after the beginning of 
my administration the “Piggery 
Case” was decided by the Supreme 
Court and the city was notified to 
discontinue operntions on May 1, 
1927. Fortunately the city was able 
to contract with Messrs. Rice and 
Plant of Portland, Michigan, fur 
the disposal of our garbage. This 
method of gurbage disposal has 
proven more economical than the 
methods formerly used and should 
be continued. The city still owns 
the 215 acres formerly used as a 
city piggery and it is being leased 
from year to year for farming 
purposes. There is a mortgage of 
$10,000 against this property which 
draws interest at six per cent. 
Since the city has. discontinued 
using is as a piggery we have been 
obliged to pay taxes. 


Bridges 
In 1927, the new Saginaw Street 


bridge was constructed and the 
eost Was $108,181.10 The Michi- 
gan avenue bridge has been put 


in good repair. The Grand River-av 
bridge has undergone some needed 
repairs. A very substantial and 
beautiful bridge and viaduct was 
constructed at the Grand Trunk 
Railroad and Pennsylvania avenue. 
The Washington avenue bridge was 
rebuilt. The Island avenue bridge 
providing a passage to the Electric 
Light Plant at Moores Park, has 
been completed, 

The expenses, except for the Sagi- 
naw street bridge, have been paid 
for. $72,000 in bonds are outstand- 
ing xgainst the Saginaw street 
bridge The Logan street bridge 
and viaduct is in the course of 
construction and should be open 
for use by September Ist. Out- 
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side of the Grand River-av_ bridge 
all our bridges are now in good 
condition. The city engineer will 
make a report to you in the near 
future with recommendations re- 
lating to the Grand River avenue 
bridge. 
Sewage Disposal 
On May 21, 1928, the City Council 
adopted au program for the con- 
struction of a sewage disposal 
system for Lansing. This program 
has the endorsement of state of- 
ficials and considerable work has 
alrendy been accomplished. If car- 
ried out as proposed the system 
will be practically paid for when 
completed 
Children’s Home 
The old Social Center Building 
on Cedar Street was sold and the 
proceeds used towards the con- 
struction of a new home located at 
the corner of Linden Grove and 
Lesher Place. This is practically 
completed and will provide for from 
forty to fifty inmates The build- 
ing is forty by one hundred feet 
in dimensions, three stories in 
height and is fire proot throughout. 
The site is ideal, being opposite a 
supervised play ground and one- 
half block from «a geod school. 
When completed, the site and build- 
ing will be paid for. Our facilities 
for caring for unfortunate children 
wit: not be surpassed by any city 
The city owes a debt of gratitude 
to R & Olds for the gift of the 
old Social Center Building. 
Personal Taxes 
Personal taxes, previous to my 
administration, had accumulated 
from year to year so that. the 
amount was approximately $86,000 
A special tax collector was placed 
in charge of the collection of this 
money and to date approximately 
$30,000 of this has been turned into 
the City Treasury. The Michigan 
Electric Rallway Company also 
owed the city $86,000 in back taxes 
and through an agreement entered 
into by the city and the company 
$33,500 of these taxes have already 
been collected and credited to the 
proper accounts. The balance of 
these taxes are being paid at the 


rate of $2,£00 per month. 
Market 
The city market has been placed 


on a paying basis. This institu- 
tion is growing every year and as 
is evidenced by the number of peo- 
ple who patronize it, it is a popu- 
lar branch of city government. The 
ground upon which the market is 
located is too expensive to be used 
for this purpose and I would recom- 


mend that within the next two 
years some other location be se- 
cured and the market moved 80 


that this site may be available for 
other uses, 
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Zoning 


On July 24, 1927, our present 
zoning law went into force. Lan- 
sing was one of the first cities in 
Michigan to adopt the zoning law 
and other cities who do not al- 
ready have zoning laws are pre- 
paring to follow Lansing’s example. 
This law has been upheld by the 
Supreme Court. The council has 
been entirely too liberal in chang- 
ing classifications of properties 
chiefly from Residence to Commer- 
eial Much greater care should be 
exercised aleng this line as this is 
liable to defeat the purpose of the 
ordinance. 

Assessor’s Plats 


Twenty-eight Assessor's Plats 
were made and filed with the 
Auditor General. This affords a 


saving of time in making up tax 
rolls and eliminates the possibil- 
ity of making mistakes and there- 
by reduces the charge back list 
from the Auditor General’s Depart- 
ment, 

Election Precinets 


The registration of voters recent- 
ly made by the City Clerk proves 
conclusively that precinct lines 
need to be re-adjusted. Some pre- 
cinets had as high as 1,200 voters 
registered, while others had only 
approximately 500. Before another 
general election the ordinance 
should be amended changing the 
lines so that the different election 
precincts will have an equalized 
number of registered voters. Fewer 
precincts instead of more should 
be the result. 


Recently a prominent citizen of 
Lansing mude the remark that 
Michigan ought to wash its face. 
By this he meant the elimination 
of a lot of dilapidated buildings. 
signs and other unsightly objects. 
If -this is a good thing for the 
state of Michigan it is equally im- 
portant to the City of Lansing.

The planking is ct 
thickness forming an 
fr the block surface, The vibra- 
tion and traffic has caused the 
planking to creep and shift from 
its criginal location to such an 
extent that 'n several sections the 
planks have moved the nailing 
stiips completely oft of the sup- 
porting beams This condition is 
especially baud at the joints of the

(b) Substructure 


The foundations were built very 
little below the river bed and the 
scouring of the river bottom has 
undermined the footings of the 
West Abutment. In the spring of 
1927 the eorner of the West Abut- 
ment failed and started to tip over 
towards the river It wus neces- 
sary to do considerable work on 
this foundation to stop further 
movement and it will be only a 
question of a short time before 
the: foundations will again cause 
considerable trouble and expense 
The mortar joints aie bad through- 


out all the masonry. These joints 
were refilled along the exterior 
surfac but it is very question- 


able ss tu how good the joints 
are in the interior and how long 
they will old up. 


1— Summary 


The loads which this bridge has 
been carrying for the past several 
years are from 300 to 400 percent 
heavier than those for which it 
wus designed. This condition has 
not only over stressed all members 
considerably but some have been 
overloaded to such an extent that 
they have actually failed These 
overloads have also created ex- 
treme vibration in the whole su- 
perstruction esusing considerable 
damage and shifting of the deck 
and loosening of connections and 
joints in the steel work. Combined

Gentlemen of the Council: 

I herewith return the resolution 
adopted last night, re-routing busses 
without my approval for the following 
reasons: 

On August 6, 1928, you adopted a 
resolution reading as follows: 

“Resolved by the City Council of 
the City of Lansing’’: 

“That all inter-city buses shall be 
required to establish a terminal in the 
City of Lansing on or before April 1, 
1929, and that arrangements shall be 
made to take all buses off of the street 
on or before the date set forth. 

“This for the purpose of eliminating 
poneng congestion on the streets of Lan- 
sing.” 

A concerted effort has been made by 
the bus companies operating into and 
out of Lansing to secure and establish 
a terminal station where busses may be 
taken off the streets while loading and 
unloading passengers. Pending this 
proposition a rerouting. permitted by 
you last year, has been in effect. The 
main objection I have to the arrange- 
ment provided for in the resolution 
adopted at last night’s meeting is the 
backing up and turning around at 
Grand Avenue and Ottawa Street. This 
arrangement is very dangerous and also 
blocks traffic very much. People com- 
ing from the east on busses, especially 
Detroit busses will get a better im- 
pression of Lansing by coming in on 
Michigan Avenue than by coming in on 
Saginaw Street. I would not object to 
re-routing the busses coming into Lan- 
sing as follows: 

“From East Lansing in on Michigan 
Avenue to Grand Avenue, then north 
to the bus depot in the Kerns build- 
ing, then north to Saginaw Street and 
out Saginaw Street to Grand River."’ 

This would eliminate any backing 
and turning around and would also 
eliminate any lert hand turns and it 
seems to me this would be a much bet- 
ter arrangement than the arrangement 
provided for in your resolution. 

I have given this matter considerable 
thought and I am convinced that the ar- 
rangements herein suggested would be 
preferable to the arrangements provided 
in the resolution adopted at last night’s 
meeting.

ORDINANCES

default of the payment thereof within 
a time to be fixed in said sentence, the 
offender be imprisoned in the county 
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jail until the payment thereof for any 
period not exceeding thirty days, pro- 
vided, that no person shall be prose- 
euted for a violation of this ordinance 
unless he shall have failed to discon- 
tinue such violation after having been 
given ten days written notice from the 
electric inspector of the city to dis- 
continue such violation.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Kircher introduced the following 
ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances. 

An Ordinance to provide for a traf- 
fic commission, prescribe its powers 
and duties, to provide for parking regu- 
lations and to provide penalties for vio- 
lations thereof. 

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 

Section 1. An official traffic com- 
mission is hereby created for the City 
of Lansing to consist of the following 
officers: President of the Council and 
the Police and Fire Board of the City. 

Section 2: 

(a) It shall be the duty of said com- 
mission to enforce through the police 
denartment all traffic regulations pre- 
scribed by ordinance or resolution of 
the city council, 

(b) Such traffic commission may ap- 
point a traffic director ana provide for 
a traffic bureau and outline the duties 
of each, subject to the approval of the 
City Council. Subject to the approval of 
the City Council such traffic commis- 
Sion may make such additional rules 
and regulations as to them may be 
deemed advisable to regulate traffic of 
vehicles on the streets of the City of 
Lansing. not inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of any ordinance of said city. 
To that end such commission may es- 
tablish temporary stop Streets, create 
temporary parking zones and establish 
parking limits on streets not inciuded 
im any ordinance of the City Council. 
Such traffie commission may appoint 
a traffic director and provide for a

traffic bureau and outline the duties 
of each not inconsistent to any provis- 
ion of any city ordinance. 

(c) Such traffic commission is here- 
by authorized to provide the necessary 
procedure whereby those who may vio- 
late any provision of any traffic ordi- 
nance of the City of Lansing may have 
the option of paying to such traf- 
fic commission or its duly author- 
ized agent such amount as such com- 
mission may deem proper to compensate 
the city for such traffic violation. Pro- 
vided that if the traffic violator does not 
accept the provisions of this ordinance 
then such traffic commission are here- 
by required to make or cause to be 
made the proper complaint before any 
Justice of the Peace of the City of Lan- 
sing for the prosecution of such viola- 
tor. 

(a) Such tratfic commission shall 
keep a record of its transactions and 
an account of all moneys received by 
it or its agents and such money shall 
be deposited daily with the City Treas- 
urer to the credit of the Contingent 
Fund of said city. 

(e) It shall be unlawful for any oper- 
ator of any vehicle of the City of Lan- 
sing to violate any rule or regulation 
of said traffic commission and such per- 
son shall be subject to the fines and 
penalties provided for violators of the 
city traffic ordinance. 


(f) It shall be the duty of such com- 
mission to recommend to the City Coun- 
cil from time to time amendments to 
be made to the traffic regulations ot 
said city. 

Section 3. All vehicles except as here- 
in noted shall be parked parallel to and 
with the right side of the car within 
twelve inches of the curb except as fol- 
lows:

ORDINANCE 


An Ordinance to provide for a traf- 
fic commission, prescribe its powers 
and duties, to provide for parking regu- 
lations and to provide penalties for vio- 
lations thereof. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Sec. 1. An official traffic commis- 
sion is hereby created for the City of 
Lansing to consist of the following of- 
ficers: Two aldermen, two police com- 
missioners. two citizens at large, to be 
appointed by the Mayor, with the ap- 
vroval of the City Council, to hold office 
for one year. 

Sec. 2. (a) It shall be the duty of 
said commission to enforce through the 
police department all traffic regula- 
tions prescribed by ordinance or reso- 
Intion of the City Council. 

(b) Such traffic commission may ap- 
point a traffic director and provide for 
a traffic bureau and outline the duties 
of each, subject to the approval of the 
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City Council. Subject to the approval 
of the City Council such traffic com- 
mission may make such additional rules 
and regulations as to them may be 
deemed advisable to regulate traffic of 
vehicles on the streets of the City of 
Lansing, not inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of any ordinance of said city. 
To that end such commission may es- 
tablish temporary stop streets, create 
temporary parking zones and establish 
temporary parking limits on streets not 
included in any ordinance of the City 
Council. 


(c) Such traffic commission is here- 
by authorized to provide the necessary 
procedure whereby those who may vio- 
late any provision of any traffic ordi- 
nance of the City of Lansing may have 
the option of paying to such traffic 
commission or its duly authorized 
agent such amount as such commission 
may deem proper to compensate the 
city for such traffic violation. Pro- 
vided that if the traffic violator does 
not accept the provisions of this ordi- 
nance then such traffic commission is 
hereby required to make or cause to 
be made the proper complaint before 
any Justice of the Peace of the City of 
Lansing for the prosecution of such vio- 
lator. 


(d) Such traffic commission shall 
keep a record of its transactions and an 
account of all moneys received by it or 
its agents and such money shall be de- 
posited daily with the City Treasurer 
to the credit of the Contingent Fund of 
said city. 


(e) It shall be unlawful for any op- 
erator of any vehicle within the City of 
Lansing to violate any rule or regula- 
tion of said Traffic Commission or the 
provisions of this ordinance and such 
person so violating shall be subject to 
the fines and penalties as herein pro- 
vided. 

(f) It shall be the duty of such com- 
mission to recommend to the City Coun- 
cil from time to time amendments to 
be made to the traffic regulations of 
the city. 


Sec. 3. All vehicles, except as herein 
noted, shall be parked parallel to and 
with the right side of the car within 
twelve inches of the curb except as 
follows:

Mainten- 
ance or Occupancy of Buildings or their 
Parts or contents and structures of ev- 
ery nature including the storage and 
use of inflammable liquids and other 
readily combustible or explosive sub- 
stances in the City of Lansing, Michi 
gan: Providing for condemnation and 
stoppage of the same. Creating the of- 
fices of Building Commissioner, As- 
sistant Building Commissioner and City 
Electrician and providing for the office 
of the Building Department. Repealing 


all former ordinances conflicting there- 
with.”" 


In censuiting with eminent authori- 
ties and fire prevention experts I have 
become thoroughly convinced that the 
wood shingle in any city is a menace 
to the city itself. T will quote authori 
ties who have in the Past strongly con 
demned the use of wood shingles in 


their states and cities. 
John R. Freeman, past president of 
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the American Society of Civil Engineers 
says: ‘‘No one who has not thus been 
an eye witness of big fires can uppre- 
ciate the extent to which fire-brands 
are lifted high in the air and carried to 
a distance of from one-quarter to one- 
half mile and then dropped, still in 
flames, on shingle rocfs and other com- 
bustibles.”’ 

S. W. English, Texas State Fire Mar- 
shal: ‘Modern history does not con- 
tain a more perfect example of the con- 
flagration hazard than is present in 
every city or town where the shingle 
roof is prevalent.’ 

Chief John J. O’Brien of the Indian- 
apolis Fire Department: “Our worst 
hazard is the wooden shingle root." 

Sherwood Brockwell of the State Fire 
Marshal's Office. Raleigh, North Caro- 
lina: “There is no room in modern fire 
protection for a chief who will not push 
for anti-combustible roof ordinances = 

Chief John Kenlon, of the New York 
City Fire Department: “1 shall support 
legislation prohibiting the use of wood 
shingles on the roofs of buildings with- 
in the limits of New York City.” 

Mayor McCuiston. of Paris, Texas. 
after that city’s disaster: ‘‘We would 
not have had the conflagration but for 
wood shingle roofs.” 

Mr. Livingston, Insurance Commis - 
sioner for the State of Michigan. prob 
ably the most competent commissioner 
who ever graced this office, in a con 
versation with me_ today said: ‘I 
strongly urge legislation prohibiting the 
use of wood shingles in Michigan. They 
not only are a hazard to the building 
itself but to surrounding buildings.” 

State Fire Marshal Lane holds the 
same views. 

Locally, the Police and Fire Board 
have unanimously endorsed an ordi- 
nance prohibiting the use of wood 
shingles in the City of Lansing. 

Both Mr. Fox, our City Building in- 
spector. and his assistant. Mr. Caldwell, 
are opposed to the use of wood shingles. 

You are all familiar with the attitude 
of our own competent fire: chief, Hugo 
oe who has long opposed wood shin 
gles. 

In a conversation with several loca’ 
insurance men I find that they are also 
opposed to this ordinance. Mr. Low- 
head, of the Michigan Inspection Bu- 
reau of Detroit. informs me that after 
the building code. now in force, was 
passed we gained thirty-six points in 
favor of our insurance rates which is 
equivalent to the employment of six 
firemen on account of the prohibiting 
of wood shingles. He also stated that 
a reduction of fifteen per cent in in- 
surance rates is allowed where wood 
shingles are prohibited. 

In compiling statistics for Lansing 
covering a period of six years ending 
January 1. 1928. I find that 2.632 fires 
were reported and out of this number 


846 were caused by sparks fal 
wooden roofs or thirty tee per ce ‘ 
all fires reported were caused by 
en shingles catching fire. This to 
seems to be very positive proof o 
menace of the wood shingle. ; 
Ordinances prohibiting the us 
wood shingles are not something that 
is new but quoting from a ;

Wood shingied roofs have shown 
themselves to be a prolific cause of fire, 
their past speaks for them, and it would 
seem that the time has arrived for 
every community to get rid of them 
and the only way to get rid of them 
is to stop building them and prohibit 
them by law on all new construction 
Legislation against the wood shingle is 
desirable in Lansing and I do not be- 
lieve that the city should take a step 
backward by placing in force the ordi- 
nance herein referred to. 

Therefore, for the reasons stated, I 
veto said ordinance.

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REPORTS OF CITY OFFICERS 


Reports of Gas Inspector for weeks 
ending July 6th, 12th and 20th were 
received and placed on file. 


July 23, 1929. 
Gentlemen of the Council: 

I return herewith, without my ap- 
proval, an ordinance passed at the 
meeting last evening amending Section 
7.18.4 of the Building and Safety Code 
which went into effect January 31, 


1929. 

Amending this section of the Building 
Code permission is given to build signs 
having a solid face to a height of 12 
feet. above the level of the wall and 
signs of open construction to a height 
of 30 feet above the level of the wail. 
As the ordinance now stands these 
signs may be erected to a height of 12 
feet and 30 feet respectively above the 
level of the roof. I do not deem it de- 
sirable to allow large signs on the tops 
of buildings in Lansing and the ordi- 
nance as now in effect in my judgment 
allows signs higher than should be al- 
lowed, in order to reflect the beauty of 
the sky line. Lansing certainly will 
not look so well to the people of Lan- 
sing or to strangers by being dressed 
up with a large flock of signs placed on 
the tops of buildings over the city. 

High signs constitute a menace to 
street and pedestrian traffic in case of 
high winds or cyclones. Many of them 
would be wrecked and broken down. 
We had instances of this within the 
past eight months. 


I believe the starting of this propa- 
ganda is to promote the advertising 
business and is being fostered by ad- 
vertising concerns and I do not believe 
that the merchants of the city, if given 
a chance to express themselves, would 
be at all in favor of enlarging or ex- 
tending the vrivileges which are now 
granted in the ordinance. I believe 
that it should be our nolicy to intrench 
along this line instead of enlarging. 

I trust that you will give this very 
Serious consideration before putting 
this ordinance into effect. It should 
be our policy to dress up Tiansing, and 
nermitting advertising signs larger 
hae naw nermitted to he placed un ton

Gentlemen: 


I am advising you herewith of the de- 
tails of the claim of William L. Walker 
aginst the City of Lansing. 

On the 26th day of June, 1925, at 
about the hour of 2:30 in the afternoon, 
William L. Walker, an employe of the 
Engineering Department of the city, 
was engaged in loading brick onto a 
truck on Michigan Avenue near the Ri- 
kerd Lumber Company, and while so 
employed he was hit by a west bound 
street car and as a result suffered two 
or three fractured ribs and other 
bruises. He was taken at once to a 
physician and later to St. Lawrence 
Hospital. On the 5th day of August, 
1925, the compensation agreement re- 
quired by the Department of Labor and 
Industry was executed by the Engi- 
neering Department and Mr. Walker 
and at the same time compensation 
agreements were signed acknowledging 
receipt of $14.00 a week from the time 
of his injuries up to that time. Subse- 
quent payments were made up to and 
including the 28rd day of September. 
1925, when all payments ceased. No 
final agreement was had with Mr. 
Walker and nothing was done to close 
the case. On September 29th, 1925, Mr. 
Walker suffered the amputation of his 
richt leg above the knee. No further 
demand was made by him upon the city 
until on the 17th dav of October, 1928, 
when he filed a petiticn with the De- 
partment of Labor and Jndusiry asking 
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for additional compensation for the loss 
of his leg. 

There was no record of this case in 
my office. Upon investigation 1 found 
in the files of the Engineering Depart- 
ment the compensation agreements and 
compensation receipts above referred 
to. I at once began preparation of the 
defense in this matter and planned to 
plead the statute of limitations taking 
it for granted that all papers required 
had been filed with the Department of 
Labor and Industry by the city. Upon 
investigation, however, of the files in 
the Department of Labor and Industry, 
I found that nothing at all had been 
filed with reference to this claim. That 
the papers, while they had been signed 
as above suggested, had been retained 
in the office of the City Engineer. This 
being true I had no defense to make 
before the Department of Labor and 
Industry except on the merits of the 
case. 

This case came on for hearing on the 
8ist day of May last, before Commis- 
sioner Loomis of the Department of La- 
bor and Industry, and at that time evi- 
dence was introduced which tended to 
show that at the time of Mr. Walker's 
injury in June of 1925, he suffered a 
contusion of his right shin bone and 
that the loss of his leg was the result 
of this bruise developing into blood 
poisoning and gangrene. They had the 
evidence of two doctors, one from Alma 
who had treated Walker subsequent to 
his amputation, and Dr. Doyle, who was 
one of the attending physicians at the 
time of the amputation. Also the testi- 
mony of apparently disinterested par- 
ties to the fact that Walker had suf- 
fered the bruise as suggested. 


On this record, on the 8th day of 
July, just past, Commissioner Loomis 
entered an award which directed the 
city to pay to Mr. Walker the sum of 
$14.00 per week for one hundred and 
seventy-five weeks. I obtained a tran- 
script of the testimony and examined it 
carefully and I am satisfied there is 
nothing to be gained by a review be- 
fore the commissioners or any attempt 
to carry the proceedings any further. 
It would only add additional cost and 
expense and undoubtedly the anneal 
court would affirm the award of Com- 
missioner Loomis. The one hundred 
seventy-five weeks having already 
passed since the date of the injury of 
which Mr. Walker complains, the en- 
tire amount is due.

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cities. However, I have never been, 
and am not now, connected with any 
taxicab company or in any way sup- 
ported by any. 

I have already obtained a lease on 
property known as 1246 Turner Street, 
from George B. Townsend, and will be 
glad to furnish you with a copy of the 
lease if you should care to see it. 

I have also made arrangements for 
the purchase of a fleet of taxicabs 
made by the Olds factory of Lansing. 
It is my purpose to use none other 
than Lansing-made taxicabs. 

I will establish a rate for the carry- 
ing of pa ngers now common in other 
cities the size of Lansing, namely, 
twenty-five cents for conveying one or 
four passengers from any point within 
the city to the downtown district and 
vice versa. Because of the rate charge 
I expect to work a profitable business 
in conveying people to and from the 
downtown district who have previously 
driven their own cars, by demonstrat- 
ing to them that it is more economical 
for them to use my service than to use 
their own cars and pay for parking 
space and the avoidance of difficulty 
in finding public parking space, also 
for the greater convenience in being 
delivered to the point to which they 
wish to go. Incidentally, a large part 
of this business would not be in com- 
petition with any methods of transpor- 
tation already used in the city. In 
other words, many of the people I ex- 
pect to carry are not now using either 
the taxicab or street car service. The 
traffic congestion will be relieved much 
more than it will be increased by the 
establishing of my service. 


As before stated, I am not connected 
with any chain organization, and I will 
not do a jitney business. It is not my 
plan to pick up passengers at the vari- 
ous street intersections but will carry 
passengers only on orders delivered to 
the taxicab stands or phoned to the 
office. It is not my purpose or expec- 
tation to obtain a monopoly of the taxi- 
cab business in the city. 

In a careful study of the situation in 
Lansing which I made before deciding 
to ask for a license, T have met many 
people who have had experience with 
the taxicab systems in South Bend 
Gary und Fort Wayne. who have ex- 
pressed a wish that such a system as I 
propose to put in might be located here. 
T would not think o* investing my own 
resources here if I was not thoroughly 
convinced that my system will receive 
the hearty support of the citizens of the 
city. 

It is my sincere intention to employ 
drivers of as high a moral standing as 
it is possible to obtain.
